Two  major  cost  items  the  employee  \vill  not  pay  for 
are  those  of  selling  the  insurance  and  collecting  the 
proniums.  Collections  will  be  made  as  pay  roll  de- 
ductions and  tiiere  will  be  no  sales  cost  whatever* 

Health  and  hospital  insurance  may  be  offered  sepa- 
rately to  employees.  The  decision  to  buy  or  not  to 
buy  will  be  left  to  the  individual. 

Originally  the  Civil  Service  Commission  planned  to 
give  agency  officials  mde  discretion  on  who  rrould  be 
eligible  for  coverage  and  on  the  particular  insurance 
plans  available.  But  present  thinking^ tends  to  a 
formula  limiting  agencies’  To" a "choice  among  three  or 
four  plans  idiich  the  Civil  Service  Commission  would 
specify. 


TUIM  OIL  INDUSTRY  * 

HAS  GROrm  RAPIDLY 

Tung  oil  is  something 
fairly  new  to  United  States 
agriculture  as  it  has  only 
been  produced  for  commercial 
use  in  this  country  since 
the  days  of  Y/orld  War  II. 

The  main  use  for  tung 
oil  is  as  a drying  agent  in 
paints  and  varnishes.  It  is 
also  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  brake  linings,  plastic 
compounds,  and  linoleum.  The 
drying  qualities  of  tung  oil 
are  100  per  cent  faster  than 
that  of  linseed  oil. 

At  the  present  time,  only 
six  states  (Alabama,  Flori- 
da, Georgia,  Louisiana, 
Mssissippi,  and  Texas)  are 
climatically  suited  for  tung 
production.  These  states 
produce  sufficient  quanti- 
ties to  take  care  of  the  cru- 
cial needs  of  the  nation, 
although  some  oil  is  still 
imported  from  Argentina. 

It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  before  the  war  years 
this  country  depended  en- 
tirely on  imports  from 
China  for  its  supply.  ITith 
the  demand  created  by  war, 
however,  it  became  necessary 
to  begin  efforts  to  produce 
our  am  stocks.  Tung  nut 
orchards  then  came  into  be- 
ing on  a large  scale  in  the 
United  States. 

It  was  not  until  the  late 
forties  that  CCC  took  over 
any  tung  oil,  and  since 
that  time  there  have  been  on- 
ly three  or  four  years  when 
the  Corporation  assimied  o\mu.  ■ 
ership  of  lany^mppreci^ible 
stocks.  Prior  to  iyh2  most 
of  the  tung  production  was 
disposed  of  through  commer- 
cial channels.  In  1953^  how- 
ever, appi'oximately  six 


million  pounds  of  the 
1952  crop  came  into  Gov- 
ernment acquisition* 

Regardless  of  its  in- 
fancy, it  is  of  importance 
in  the  commodity  world  to- 
day and  the  Cincinnati  CSS 
Commodity  Office  is  now 
preparing  to  handle  the 
1953-crDp  ..tung  oil  taken 
over  under  Loan  and  Pur- 
chase Agreement  provi- 
sions of  the  program 

County  and  State  ASC 
Committees  and  the  Dallas 
Commodity  Office  have  the 
responsibility  for  the  me- 
chanics of  tfe  program. 
Effective  loan  dates  are 
January  1 through  October 
31  of  each  year. 

Upon  the  loan  maturity 
date  (October  31 ),  the  Dal- 
las Office  will  liquidate 
outstanding  loans  and  trans 
fer  all  inventory  of  ac- 
quired stocks  to  the  Cin- 
cinnati Office.  It  rail  be 
the  latter’s  job  to  move 
the  oil  in  Government-leas- 
ed tank  cars  to  available 
storage  space,  maintain 
inventory  and  storage 
operations,  and  plan  final 


disposition  through  com- 
mercial sale  for  the 
oil  required.
